A STRIKE. 


Yardmen of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Walk Out. 

A few days ago the men who work in the 
yards ef the Southern Pacific road at this 
point appointed a committee to wait upon 
the officers of the road with a complaint 
that although the day force works two 
hours longer than the night force they re- 
ceive the same pay. The committee en- 
deavored to obtain an adjustment of the 
grievance, but in some manner they were 
unable to succeed as completely as the men 
thought they should, so yesterday after be- 
ing paid off, about twenty of the day force 
walked out. 

This action was not unlooked for on the 
partof the officers of the road, so arrange- 
ments had been made beforehand to have a 
force of menin readiness to go to work in 
the place of those who walked out. But 
here another difficulty arises, for the men 
who did not walk out with the others 
threaten to do se if the pew men are put in 
the others’ places. Neither do the new 
force desire to take the places offered thein 
now they understand they were engaged tu 
take the places of strikers, as all belong to 
the same union, and it is against the prin- 
ciples of one man to take another’s place 
made vacant by a strike. 

Late yesterday it was not known what 
action would be taken by the company, but 
it is evident that if all the old hands walk 
out as they threaten and an entirely new 
force is put to work intheir places. it is 
almost certain that such action would result 
in many accidents. No green hand can take 
charge of a switch and learn his duties ina 
few minutes, so trouble may be looked for 
in the event of the company refusing to 
make terms with their old employés. 

Yesterday afternoon there was a rumor 
that in the event of the strikers not being 
successful in their efforts to have either the 
hours or the wages readjusted, it was possi- 
ble thatthe strike would extend to other 
branches in addition to the yaramen, but 
whether there was any foundation for the 
rumor the reporter could not ascertain.

BURBANK. 


The Gem of San Fernando Valicy— 
Its Fine Climate and Rich Soil. 
To go back a few years and look at 
Southern California before the boom had 
invaded this glorious country, and then 
follow up its wonderful growth, is really 
amazing.

The Reaction in the East One of its 
Causes. 


For some time, especially in New 
York, money for legitimate commercial! 
purposes has been growing scarcer and 
scarcer, until finally the financial 
pinch causes an almost universal cry 
for help. The Government was threat- 
ened and bullied by individuals and 
corporations, and called upon to show 
its hand, which it finally did by re- 
deeming bonds before they were due, 
thus putting large sums into circula- 
tion, relieving the pressure and, by a 
single act or adoption of a policy show- 
ing that we have as a Nation the 
strongest financial structure on earth. 

The recent stringency possesses 
many features of interest. It was 
composed of panic material and it 
demonstrated, notwithstanding the ad- 
verse opinions of many, that a policy 
should be adopted by the Government 
that would admit its coming to the 
rescue in times of legitimate need. 


The trouble. now supposed te be 
safely bridged over, did not come sud- 
denly, but has been felt by the trade 
for some time, and bas been used asa 
political lion's tail, to be twisted by 
both parties. One faction laid the 
blame at the door of the treasury, 
maintaining that it had adopted a 
policy of taking in everything and 
giving nothing out. At least nine- 
tenths of the New York jobbers, re- 
gardless of party, when questioned, 
maintained this theory. They knew 
that large sums were held by the treas- 
ury. The banks refused to make 
further loans,even refusing deposits 
that would render them liable to ap- 
plication. Where wasthe money? It 
made but little differ®Rce, but it was 
evident that if it was not forthcoming 
from some quarter a climax would 
soon be reached. A panic under such ex- 
act circumstances would have been a 
new experience, as these reactions 
generally find their origin in well-de- 
fined causes. All business men who 
watch the tide of events look for and 
expect a period of depression every 
four or five years.It may be an extremely 
dull time, or it may be a small panic 
in some way affecting the whole coun- 
try. The causes for this are well de- 
fined. First, there is the natural re- 
action after a period of unusual pros- 
perity; ademand becomes oversupplied; 
successive years of great production 
brings about an overstocked market 
and a depreciation of some values 
must follow. This is true in every 
branch of trade, and will be found so 
to a certain extent in real estate. 


During the years that land is pass- 
ing through the evolutionary process— 


from $10 per foot to $2000, business of 


all kinds will be unusually active, and 
there will be a continual advance in 
values, trade being affected only by 
local events; but in time a measurable 
reaction is certain to come, as every 
business man knows. Such reactions, 
when national, often cause a serious 
shrinkage. But it is evident that, in 
the case of Southern California, there 
will be certain conditions that will 
offset its effect to the extent of pre- 
venting any serious break in established 
values. One of these factors is the in- 
creasing rush of home-seekers—that 
will not cease for years to come; in fact 
the tide is ever swelling, and will not 
stop until all Southern California and 
the peninsula is densely populated. A 
second possible cause of panic is the 
reactionary effect of wild-cat specula- 
tion and ill-advised business methods 
that culminate in wholesale disaster, 
and involve entire countries in com- 
mon ruin. The panic of 1873 was of 
this nature, and though Los Angeles 
was hardly of sufficient importance 
then to feel it, it undoubtedly, to some 
extent. delayed our advancement sey- 
eral years. Other causes may precipi- 
tate a panic: Undue speculation among 
leaders of fiuance; gigantic deals in 
wheat, or any staple article, if unre- 
stricted, causing failures widespread 
all tend to create a feeling of distrust. 


A glance at the Nation’s day book 
shows that none of these conditions 
prevail. We areon the high tide of 
prosperity. Where then shall we look 
for this menace which has threatened 
the pockets of Eastern trade. That 
the trouble is not universal is evident, 
as a glance at the Los Angeles money 
market will show. Our banks are 
filled; money is pouring into this 
section, and there is no difficulty in 
obtaining loans upon first-class se- 
curity. At no time in the history of the 
State has there been so much business 
activity, and the entire Southwest is 
literally flowing with metaphorical 
milk and honey. The money market 
is not only easy, but cash can be had 
in any amount at regular rates. Ob- 
viously then, the Eastern storm clouds 
have no effect upon the financial hori- 


zon of the Southwest, and the trouble 
can hardly be a national one. A 
casual glance at these facts shows 
that the stringency cannot properly be 
laid at the door of the treasury—even 
though it has apparently come to the 
rescue. 


In 1886 the outstanding national bank 
currency amounted to $304,369,.745. 
About $30,000,000 of this was utilized 


in the redemption of the 3 per cents. |- 


but, to equalize it, we have the import- 
ations of that time equaling over $33,- 
000,000 in specie, not to speak of $25,- 
000,000 of silver, little or none of which 
has gone out of the country. Undoubt- 
edly the United States treasury has re- 
ceived large amounts of gold, but the 
figures show that large sums in silver 
and greenbacks have been put out. In 
point of fact, last year, when the East- 
ern money market was easy, the money 


balance in excess of outstanding cer- 


tillcates was nearly $200,000 more than 
it was last week, when panic was in the 
air and money almost unobtainable. 
In other words, there is more money in 
circulation today by $30,000,000 than 
there was last year, and if we include 
the gold coined at the mint it would 
make even a larger showing. It is 
evident, then, that the treasury or 
certain railroads, or even a clique of 
stock jobbers, cannot be blamed for the 
stringency. 


If New York business men wish to 


know where the money is, or some of 


it, let them come to the new Southwest, 
and view the progress in the triangle 
or quadrangle formed by Kansas 
City, Salt Luke, Los Angeles and San 
Diego. A glance at the gigantic and 
rapid growth of the country comprised 
in these limits is sufficient to explain a 
far greater shortage in the East. The 
new banks and industries of Southern 
California alone will show where some 
of the supposed treasury surplus lies. 
In point of fact Eastern people have 
hardly begun to grasp the meaning of 
the wonderful growth in the South- 
west, and this money pressure is one of 
the signs of Southern California’s pros- 
perity. She is making herself felt. 
The growth of the entire Southwest, 
from Kansas City to San Diego, has 
been phenomenal. Banks are spring- 
ing up by hundreds, new towns appeal 
in a night, and a human river is wind- 
ing its wayfrom the East, only to be 
stopped by the shores of the Pacific. 
Its borders are being widened week by 
week, and as an immigration it stands 
without precedent. Such movements 
in the histories of all countries have 
been caused by the actual require- 
ments of a more or less impoverished 
community, and the first result upon a 
new country of the advance of an im- 
pecunious horde was disastrous. But 
here the reverse: obtains, and the thou- 
ands who are flocking to Southern Cali- 
fornia are in the main persons well to do 
and often of more than ordinary 
wealth, so that money is pouring into 
this section like a molten river. It is 
being taken from Eastern banks with- 
out warning and transferred here, not 
to go back as exchange, as it has in 
former years, but ta become a fixture 
here, adding its value to the country. 
Not only this, but investors here are 
borrowing vast blocks of Eastern capi- 
tal. Every banker in Los Angeles is 
flooded with applicants from the East. 


who desire to invest money here at 


the legal rate of 10 per cent., and 
money can be had for the asking on 
guaranteed security. In other words, 
the Southwest is absorbing the money, 
and the Eastern people cannot realize 
it; and from now on the great business 
interests of this section will make 
themselves felt all over the country, 
and as soon as it is understood and 
realized, matters will adjust themselves. 
Especially will this be trueif the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of the Treasury 
adopt a less conservative policy regard- 
ing the purchase of bonds, or one that 


will be regulated to some extent by 


National demands. 


It isa mistake to make real-estate 
sales a gauge of the business pros- 
perity of Southern California, as it is 
obviously unfair. The sale of real 
estate has been and is phenomenal in 
this section, and of course it tells the 
story of growth and new life but it is 


fluctuating—far more so than regular 


trade. There may be several weeks 
when real-estate transfers drop in Los 
Angeles, San Diego and Pasadena to 
an insignificant figure; then a remark- 
able activity becomes apparent, and in 
a single week the transfers will make 
good the month’s average. This has 
been a characteristic of the real-estate 
business here, a gradual and healthy 
growth, but fluctuating. Now if we 
turn to the trades and the various 
legitimate business interests we find 
that unusual activity characterizes them 
all. Everywhere the cry is: “We 
have more business than we can attend 
to. In short, Los Angeles, San Diego, 
Pasadena, Santa Barbara and all the 
towns in this section where any busi- 
ness is done tell the same story of good 
times and an abundance of money. To 
show the amount of money in Los 
Angeles county it is only necessary for 
some well-known man to present his 
scheme and the money can be had to 
any amount and raised in half an hour. 
A proposition was started in Pasadena 
a few weeks ago and a single gentleman 
raised nearly a quarter of a million in 
something like ten minutes, and a mil- 
lion could have been secured as easily. 

We are, then, entering upon a season 
of unprecedented prosperity founded 
upon a firm money basis, and it only 
requires conservative business methods 
and an avoidance of wildcat invest- 
ments to cause an indefinite con- 
tinuation.

Sullivan, before whom the case was tried, 
checks duly signed with the amount left 
blank, to be filled in by the Judge, if he 
could be tempted to accept the bribe, with 
such sums as he chose as a consideration 
for deciding the case in tavor of defendant. 

The only one of Sharon’s counsel who is 
an ex-Judge is Oliver P. Evans. It is un- 
derstood that Judge Evans called upon 
Judge Sullivan after the affidavit had been 
made public and demanded to know if he 
was the authority for the statement, but 
Judge Sullivan declined to give a definite 
answer. Among the few people who are 
cognizant of all or part of the facts of this 
affair, it has created a profound sensation. 

Said one gentleman today: This is the 
most serious matter that ever concerned the 
bench and bar of the city, and how it can 
end without bloodshed 1 cannot conceive. 
Judge Terry is everywhere regarded as a 
man of truth. Judge Evans, I understand, 
denies the charge in toto and insists that he 
is the party pointed out. Judge Sullivan is 
regarded as an upright judge and a man of 
honor. Terry, if he was informed of the 
open check otter, could only have had one 
source of information, the party to whom 
the offer was made, if it was made.“ 

Friends of Judge Sullivan in whom he 
has confidence, it is stated, have advised 
him under no circumstances to make any 
statement to the press at present.

Latest Phase of the Menzies—Lowen-

SAN Francisco, Oct. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] II. HII. Lowenthal, attorney 
and counsel for the firm of Wing, Luen & 
Co., from whose safe papers implicating 
certain persons in the late jury-fixing cases, 
were taken a week ago, was tried today for 
contempt of court in disregarding the search 
warrant issued and endeavoring to abstract 
the same by means of a writ of replevin. 
Lowenthal testified in his own behalf and 
when asked by counsel if he caused the 
issuance of the writ of replevin for the 
malicious purpose cf interfering with legal 
process, he replied in the negative and said 
that it was his desire to have the papers 
placed in the possession of the Sheriff in 
order to have some court determin the rights 
of the parties. Ile further added that if he 
knew that the officers were looking for 
papers that they thought might criminate 
him and others, he would have made no 
objection to the search. He disclaimed all 
contempt. 

When asked why he had Foreman Men- 
zies brought before Judge Boland for con- 
tempt, he answered: Because Menzies 
ran away with the papers.“ The case was 
then continued till Monday afternoon. All 
of the papers now in possession of the 
Grand Jury will be brought into court on 
that day and those not mentioned in the 
search-warrant will be returned to the firm. 

EX-SENATOR CREIGHTON’S TRIAL. 

The case of ex-Senator Creighton, charged 
with jury-bribing, was closed this after- 
noon, Judge Sullivau in charging the jury 
instructed them to find the defendant 
gulltz if they believed that he had offered 
to corrupt jarors.

The Secretary of the Interior 
has received, through the Commissioner of 
Agriculture, a communication from Gov. 
Leslie, of Montana, transmitting a report 
from the Veterinary Surgeon of that Terri- 
tory relating te the disease known as “glan- ° 
ders,” existing among horses within the 
Crow reservation, and also a letter from 
dian Agent Williams on the same subject. 
The Veterinary Surgeon, after investiga- 
tion, is fully satisfied that the disease pre- 
vails toa limited extent among horses on 
the reservation. and says that he regards it 
as most important that steps be taken to 
stamp out the disease while in its incipi- 
ency. The Commissioner of Agriculture 
recommends that as its Buréau of Animal 
Industry has no jurisdiction within the res- 
ervation, the Interior Departinent take such 
steps as are necessary to cause the destruc- 
tion of affected horses, in order to prevent 
the spread of the disease and to protect the 
lives of people as wellas of animals in the 
adjoining States and Territories.

Mexican Land Laws. 
[San Diegan.] 
“The old Spanish Code of Land La 

in force prior to October 15, 1754, were 
just and equitable,” said W. H. H. Russell, 
one of the International Company attor- 
neys, ruminating over a volume of legal 
lore, a few days since. In fact,” he con- 
tinued, “I think, if the spirit of those laws 
were incorporated in our statutes on the 
land question, much of the trouble over 
the disposition and occtipancy of Uncle 
Sam’s domain would be done away with, 
and many ot the difficult problems between 
capital and labor, which are now agitating 
the people in the Eastern States, would be 
solved. The old code, in regard to the dis- 
tribution of the 1 lands, provided that 
all residents and dwellers to whom lands 
were apportioned were obliged, within three 
months from the time the land was assigned 
to them, to take possession and bound the 

e with tree stakes. Such trees as were 
suitable to the season were used, and the 
result was all the entries were, in addition 
to being very attractive, available for timber 
claims, as wel as ranches. The same rule 
appliedto towns and villages. The result

When, hew- 
ever, the Declaration of I1-’ependence was 
proclaimed, and the Constitution of the Re- 
public was adopted, all jurisdiction over 
and control of lands by the Government of 
Spain was at anend, and acode to govern 
the*republic was adopted. These in the 
main were the same as the old, code, with 
the exceptions as to mining laws, and some 
slight changes in the criminal’ and civil 

es. As they now stand, though, it is 
safe to say that the land laws of Mexico, if 
enforced in letter and spirit, are as good, if 
not better, than those of the United States, 
and under them speedy adjustments of title 
are obtained.“

SAMOA SEIZED. 
German Troops Land Upon 
the Islands. 


Malietoa Driven from His 
Throne by Force, 


King 


Ani Tamasese Established as Ruler 
Under Germany. 


The American and British Consuls Unite in a 
Public Protest—The Hawaiian Government 
to Pay the Late Loan—4 Hor-

SAN Francisco, Oct. 1.—[By the Asso- 
The steamship Mariposa ar- 
rived this afternoon from Australia, having 
touched at Honolulu on the voyage. The 


Mariposa brings moderately complete mail 


advices from New Zealand respecting the 
action of the German men-of-war and the 
practical seizure in the name of the Ger- 
man Government of the Samoan group of 
islands. The four German wmen-of-war 
lying at Apia, landed 1300 troops and ma- 
rines, August 25th and cimmediately pro- 
claimed Tamasese King of Samoa. 

AMERICAN AND BRITISH CONSULS PROTEST. 

‘rhe American and British consuls imme- 
diately published the following proclama- 
tion: 

“Whereas, the Government of Germany 
has this day proclaimed Tamasese King of 
Samoa, now, therefore, we, the under- 
signed representatives of the United States 
of America and of Great Britain, hereby 
give notice that we and our governments do 
not and never have recognized Tamasese as 
King of Samoa, but continue as heretofore, 
to recognize Malietos. We advise the 
Samoons to submit quietly and not to fight, 
whatever the provocation, but to await 
peaceably the result of deliberations now in 
progress, which alone can determine the 
future of Samoa.“ 

The proclamation is dated at Apia, 
August 25th, and signed by Harold Marsh 
Sewell, consul general of the United States, 
and W. II. Wilson, British pro-consul. 

THE PRETEXT FOR THE SEIZURE. 

The New Zealand advices from Apia are 
to the effect that a disturbance on the 
islands was only a question of time. The 
hostility between the Germans and loyal 
natives was increasing, and German settlers 
were constantly complaining of thefts com- 
mitted by natives, while the natives com- 

lained of the injustice of Germans in land 

nsactions. King Malietoa had complained 
to the English and Americans of the con- 
ductof the Germans, and the German Con- 
sul is said to have several times menaced 
Malietoa with the ible elevation of a 
rival chief, and this was actually done, as 
already related. The immediate provocation 
which led to the Germans’ action was owing 
to occurrences growing out of the celebra- 
tion of the Emperor of Germany’s birthday. 
It is declared in the New Zealand papers 
that a number of Germans became tntox!- 
cated and handled some of the natives 
roughly. A free fight ensued, the Samoans 
attacking the Germans. The affair, how- 
ever, passed over. Afterward, the German 
commodore sent to King Malietoa demand- 
ing $13,000 as damages for the injury done 
to the Germans, $1000 being included as a 
personal fine upon the King. The damages 
were explained to be on account of injuries 
to German plantations and robberies by 
natives. King Malietoa protested against 
making him liable for acts done by natives 
under such circumstances. He asked time 
to consider. 

GERMAN TROOPS LANDED. 

But next day the Germans landed and 
posted the following proclamation: 

“Citizens of Apia: By order of His 
Majesty, the Emperor of Germany, war has 
been declared against the chief Malietoa. 
The neutrality of the municipal district 
will be respected as long as the security of 
the German troops is not endangered by any 
agitation within the municipal district. 
call on the inhabitants to assist mein the 
maintenance of peace and good order in

The British and American subjects at 
once sought the protection of their res 
tive flags, and the joint circular was then 
promulgated by the American and British 
consuls. 
MALIETOA WILL FIGHT. 
Malietoa not only denies the authority of 
the Germans toset upa king in his stead, 
_ but threatened to fight for his rights. At 
the latest date, the ship having sailed from 
Apia September 2d which brought the latest 
intelligence, he was mustering 1300 men, 
and active hostilities were expected from 
day today. The Samoans are declared to 
be indifferently armed and can make no 
seriousshow against the Germans. New 
Zealand newspaper comment is bitter 
against the Germans, looking upon their 
action as a _— annexation, despite the 
understanding withthe United* States and 
Great Britain. 
A VIOLATION OF THE TREATY... 

W. B. Waller and S. B. Marr, both Amer- 
icans came on the Steamship Mariposa 
today having left the Samoan Islands Sep- 
tember 13th and bringing the very latest 
intelligence from there. They relate that 
two additional German men of war had ar- 
rived at Apia and that two British men of 
war, the Wand the Diamond, had also 
appeared at that port. The Germans had 
landed in all 3100 soldiers and marines. 
Mr. Waller said that Cunsul General 
Sewell said to him on the day before he 
left that he could onl — — surprise at 
the failure of the United States vern- 
ment to take any action in view of the 
breaking of treaty’rights by Germany. 


A FANATIC’S FRENZY. 


He Butchers His Wife and Three

THE AMERICAN AND THE ENG- 
LISH METHOD. 


Certain Radical Digerences in the 
Treatment ot Foreign News and 


Local Intelligence—Popularity of 


American Newspapers. 
0 


|New Orleans Picayune ! 
The development. of journalism in 
any country will always constitute an 


interesting index of the civilization of | 


the people it represents. Not only is 
this true of the press of n particular 
country. but of the newspaper business 
of particular sections and localities. In 
the United States it is not difficult to 
distinguish, by their general style and 
arrangement, a Western or Southern 
newspaper from a corresponding Eust- 
ern publication, or even the representa- 
tive paper of one city from a journal 
characteristic of another city. 

Mr. Arnot Reid, an English journal- 
ist. who has been in America, Itas been 

ublishing in the Nineteenth Century 
Revi iew some of the results of his ob- 
servations on the differences between 
English and American journalism. 
The chief differences he finds are in the 
character and quality of the news mat- 
ter published and the _ subjects 
treated. One of the most marked 
differences is in the great attention 
given by the American press to Euro- 
pean affairs, and the very small space 
devoted by the English papers to 
American news. As an example, the 
columns of leading papers in New 
York and London are compared for 
one week ending March 25, 1887. In 
that time the New York Heral@printed 
274 columns of European news. the New 
York Times 15} columns, the New York 
Tribune 15} columns. On the other 
hand, in the same time of American 
news the London Times publishd 4 col- 
umns, the Standard 2} columns and the 
Telegraph 2 columns. In the light of 
these facts the American 11 
and hunters after forei ions ought 
to feel hugely disgusted to find how 
little their country and its affairs in- 
terest Europeans. 

The chief reason for this radical dif- 
ference in the treatment of foreign 
news, is probably that the Amer- 
icans, being a cosmopolitan peo- 
ple. are free from the narrow 
selfishness and intense egotism 
that characterizes foreigners generally. 
The Americans, unlike the English 
who wish to conquer and subject other 
nations, are a sort of missionary race 
desiring to assist and benefit all other 

ples. The Americans truly realize 
the sentiment set forth by old Plautus, 
that being themselves filled with 
humanity, nothing human fails to be 
interesting to them. The Americans 
are intensely sympathetic and full of 
pity fer the sufferings of people in all 
arts of the world, If there is a famine 
— Ireland, a flood in France or Aus- 
tria, an earthquake in Italy or Greece, 
or a disaster or national distress in any 
part of the world, American money 
straight on the wings of steam 
and electricity to succor and relieve. 
The Americans, large-hearted and 
broad-minded like their vast continent, 
are indifferent to the snobbish con- 
tempt and ungracious slights of 
foreigners. They indulge their sym- 
pathetic outbursts and charitable im- 
pulses all the same. 

Another great difference is in the 
treatment of local news. The Ameri- 

rs are, perhaps, most distin- 
guished for the completeness with 
which they give the details of impor- 
tant local happenings, and the com- 
parative esteem in which this sort of 
news is held by leading American and 
English papers is shown by the follow- 
ing figures: In a given period, the 
New York Herald printed 631 columns 
of news local to New York and vicinity. 
The Times printed 63} columns, and 
the Tribune 45 columns. In the same 
period the London papers published 
news local to London and the whole of 
England as follows: The Times, 12% 
columns: Standard, 7 columns; Tele- 
graph, 24 columns. Probably nothing 
shows 80 decisively as this bow little 
the great London papers address them- 
selves to the people at large, and how 
exclusively they cater to particular 
classes, such as the nobility and gentry 
and the commercial community. For 
their benefit much space is devoted by 
the London press to sporting matters, 
_ chiefly the turf, and to commercial and 
shipping intelligence, all topics which 
the people at large have but little time 
or means to attend to. 

The little consideration given by the 
foreign press to local news dwarfs toa 
great degree the importance of re- 
portorial work. Mr. Reid a very 


distinctly on this subject. He says: 
“The average English reporter trusts 
far too much to shorthand. When he 


tson alarge daily he is apt to be- 
come a mere note * and 
he is treated and esteemed as such. 
The result is that when there comes 
among the reporters a man who can 
write ‘out of his own head,’ no use is 
made of his. capacity. The chief re- 
rter simply uses him as a machine. 
Then when the occasion comes that a 
reporter is wanted to write original 
copy he is either not there, or he lacks 
the facility that comes from practice. 
The American reporter is different, in 
many cases he would be unfit to take 
his ‘turn in the gallery,’ or at a large 
public meeting where t e papers send 
a corps fora five-column verbatim re- 
rt. His shorthand is shaky and, like 
Davi id Copperfield’s, a puzzle to him- 
self. But he can go to a meeting and 
write a half narrative and hatf- 
critical report, containing not only 
the main facts but à score of 
little gossipy items and comments that 
ple like to read. He can be told to 
go down to the depot and make a col- 
umn about the new boss’—a command 
at which the average English reporter 
would stare helplessly. Finally he can 
be requested to go and get some news 
and he will go and get it. His English 
confrére never heard such a command, 
und has no knowledge that anythin 
ever happens save such anticipate 
events as are daily entered in the chief 
s engagement hook. It is only 
months ago that a Jewish theatre 
in London was tire scene of a dreadful 
loss ot life at quite an ey hour of 
night, and next day not a solitary line 
about it appeared in any London morn- 
ing newspaper. The manager of the 
theatre had omitted to send notice to 
the reporters that a catastrophe was to 
e fact is, the local news matter in 
an ‘American newspaper has vast influ- , 
ence in deter mining its popularity and 
walue.

Another theater supported by a State 
subsidy is the Odeon, which is often 
called the Second Theatre Francais. 
M. Porel is its manager. He has had 
great chan made in the house for 
the sake of safety. The drop-curtain 
is now of solid iron, the aisles have 
been widened, and electric lights are 
to be introduced. This theater began 
its season last week with a renewal of 
the piece played at the end 
of last season, Georges Sand’s 
Claudie. This is a delightful rustic 
comedy, and was perfectly age ed. But 
there was some grumbling in audi- 
ence. They wanted a novelty. “Well, 1 
said Mr. Porel, “IT will give them a 
novelty 121 ‘soon. I intend to bring 
out a play by —— Sand which hith- 
erto has unknown to the world.

4. But the man said, Nay, for I will 
abide under this tree. 

5. And Abraham pressed him greatly;

An interesting account of Da Ponte, 
who wrote the libretto for Mozart’s 
Don Giovanni, is published in the New 
York Tribune, written by H. E. Kre- 
biel, apropos to the centennial of the 
opera, which will occur on October 
29th. Da Ponte’s remains lie buried 
in an unmarked grave in New York 
city. E. Ellery Anderson, of New 
York, lawyer and Pacific Railroad 
commissioner is his grandson. 

Of all the classes of musicians the 
singer isthe most favored, and the mor- 
tal, who is gifted with a fine voice, is 
more fortunate than he who possesses 
the higher faculties of intelligence. 
The composer, who has labo for 
months, perhaps years, to complete an 
opera, is not paid as much for his whole 
work as the prima donna who sings 
the principal role during a single repre- 
sentation. Rossini, for instance, re- 
ceived $1200 for the Barber of Seville 
while prima donnas have often received 
fabulous sums for singing it once. 

„All composers who attempt to follow 
Wagner are left a very insignificant 
margin to work around. We frequently 
hear absurd expressions used, such as 
‘Mr. So-and-So, the celebrated Wag- 
nerian composer, is writing an opera 
the Wagnerian schools, etc., etc. There 
was only one Wagner. No human be- 
ing can imitate Wagner beyond follow- 
ing out the structural lines he has mod- 
eled in his ‘Music Dramas.’ His indi- 
viduality, at once magnificent and 
unique, is stamped all over his work. 
In his dual character as poet and musi- 
cian he was a type of genius so rare 
and phenomenal that one can pardon 
the excessive adulation of his follow- 
ers. Beyond controverting a few in- 
significant laws of theory, Wagner 
drew from the same resources as Verdi 
or any of the composers. His imita- 
tors have nothing to copy that is copy- 
able, only his method of treating 
‘form,’ such as excluding aria, 
vidual, possesses a peculiar style 
of his own which bears the stamp of 
his individuality. We cannot make 
Richard Wagners to order, neither can 
composers be taught to compose in his 
peculiar style, because it was his own. 
Any of the present composers who Pe 
tend to follow Wagner, only doit to 
that limited extent possible, which is 
so limited, indeed, that it is hardly 
worthy of the name of ‘school.’ Besides, 
it is not in any sense original, for 
Wagner anticipated in this direc- 
tion centfüries before he was born. 
Wagner remains, meantime, N 
able. We may just as reasonably coin 
the terms Shakespearian school, 
Molieriaa school and apply them in 
dramatic art. Itis plainly deducible, 
therefore, that the term Wagner school’ 
means nothing of significance, only so 
farças the construction of his music 
dramas differ from opera proper. 
Wagner did not want to be recognized 
as a musician, nor did he aim to be one 
. and simple. He simply believed 
hat music could be made an effective 
aid toward realizing perfect dramatic 
art. He composed music to complete 
his dramatic contrasts and as subordi- 
nate thereto.“
